THE FRANCO - RUSSIAN PLAN

For the Settilement of the Chinese
Troubles—Germans Slaughter
the Pigtails

Washington, Oct. 5.—The joint Rus-
sian and French plan for the settle-
ment of affairs in China was presented
to Secretary Hay today for the sanc-
tion and co-operation of the United
States.

The plan is as follows:

First, punishment of all Chinese offi-
cials guilty of the recent outrages.

Second, the interdiction of arms and
ammunition on the way to China.

Third, the payment of an indemnity
to the powers by the Chinese govern-
ment.

Fourth, a sufficient guarantee from
the Chinese government of the future
safety of foreign ministers, consuls,
missionaries and citizens.

It is believed that this plan will meet
the approval of the United States gov-
ernment, and that the three powers
will unite in prosecuting a settle-
ment, independent of any other coun-
try.

Killed Four Hundred

Shanghai, Oct. 5—Word was re-
ceived here today of a fierce engage-
ment between a contingent of Ger-
mans and 2000 Boxers at Kau Ku Mon.

The Chinese made the attack and
the Germans repulsed them, Killing
400. The Germans lost five men.

Russia’s Big Scheme

L.ondon, Oct. 5.—It is rumored here
that Russia has transmitted to the
United States an important and far-
reaching proposal.

It is said to consist of a scheme
for financiering the provinces of Man-
churia, Russia guaranteeing to the
United States capitalists the exclusive
rights to concessions, and promising
them subventions at periods of five
years.

Russians Seize Mines

Contrary to the agreement among
the powers, Russia seized the Tong
Shan mines. It is expected that trou-
ble wil follow from the act.

Against Withdrawal

Tien Tsin, Oct. 5.—American citi-
zens here have adopted resolutions
protesting against the withdrawal of
troops from China.
